WATERING 


How much is an inch of rainfall? If you have an 
acre (app. 200’ x 200’) it will take about 28,000 
gals. of water to equal an inch. During the past 
year, our normal rainfall was about 60 inches. 
This means that each acre received over one and 
a half million gals. of water, yet in spite of this 
tremendous amount, irrigating was still necessary 
during many days to keep lawns and flowers 
from burning up and to produce good crops. 
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PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


DO NOT remove burlap or tar paper pots. Roots 
grow right through. Very Important! 

DIG HOLE at least a foot wider and deeper than 
roots, 

PLANT using rich soil only. Add compost, humus 
or peat. 

WORK IN organic fertilizer such as agrinite, 
bone meal or sheep manure. 

PACK SOIL tightly around ball and roots with 
foot or tamper. 

MANURE when hole is three quarters full, Use 
cow or rotted horse manure. Saturate with water 
several times before you fill in balance of hole. 
Leave basin for further watering. 

DO NOT use any chemical fertilizers until shrub 
is planted, then lightly on surface only. 
SUMMER water twice a week in hot weather, A 
sprinkler will cool off and freshen newly planted 
shrubs. 

FALL mulch base with 6 inches of manure, com- 
post or peat. 

SPRING spade mulch under, top dress lightly 
with concentrated fertilizer.
